ViOTORi.\, B. C, Dpc. 9.— Much has 
been written aiul .suid i\s to llio natural 
beauty of tho Quoimi City of tli(! North- 
ern I'aoitic C'<jHKt— \' ictoi'iii — iind her 
surroundinga, groat n;itur;U a(lvuntiig('.s 
for shipping and raaiiufuctiiriii;; pur 
poBes, as. well as her wonderful cliiuate. 
Many of the Olobe renders will recol- 
lect the oiiinions 1 i-xnro.-^sftd in tlie 
summer of ISSl a.s to tlic- trul lifiilnes.s 
of much that had btion circuluttKl in 
the east conceniiiif,' (.'miiidii's inherit- 
ance on this const. Mv eiporioucc 
and obsp'rvations then were of the 
spring and suinmcr season.s. Being 
now in tho country I an"" in a position 
to say foiuethin;; of the fnll and winter 
months. 8iich of yonr reail(;rs as may 
be of tliii noiioii nf I'luigrnting lo thin 
province can rely on such atatomenta 
as I may now, or in future leiti3rs tuake, 
as being reliable. 

THF. CITY OF VTCTOniA 

is aitunted on tho southeaat corner of 
Vancouver Island, in lat. 18" 25 m. 
20 sec. north, and west long. 123' 22 in. 
24 sec. On tho Houtheast and west are 
tho Straits of Fuca, on the north tho 
ever graen hills of Vtmcouvr-r. The 
present harbour is not a very com mo 
diouB one — sufficient, however, for 
vessels rot drawing over 18 feet of 
water. An outer harbor is now being 
utilized. A large sulistantiiil dock and 
wharf h ive boon, con.struotud, at which 
the San Francinco ocean steamers load 
and unload their cargoes, while at tho 
unrivalled harbour of Esquima't, 3i 
miles distant from the city, excellent 
anchorage is to he had for tho largest 
vessels atlcat. llfro is locat(>d the 
only naval statioit lic-r M ij^'iiy lias on 
tho North Pacitic coast. Tko supply 
oifator s nd ammunition in the various 
buildings ia vejy extensive. Ve'ssels 
carrying tho 'argost arrnamcnts can be 
equipped for long vovages on short no- 
tice. Repairs can likewise bo attended 
to, as tho machin(> bhop contains such 
ponderous machinery as is necessary in 
connection with iia\ al architecture and 
mecbanifem. One or more raen-of-war 
are always in port. The older portion 
of the residents of the city are from 
England and Scotland, with a slijjht 
mixture of Jrinb, Aaiericans, and for- 
eigners. The younger portion are prin- 
cipally Canadians. 

Slow but surs has been Victoria's 
inotto in the past. Her growth has 
lieen steady. No inflation or bubble 
to cause an unwarranted advance in 
real estate has visited tlie city since 
1858, when it was equally as crazy as 
the worst days V>'iiuii[ici; evor saw, 
without, however, the iuiincnse l ountry 
to suBtain a great city that was tribut- 
ary to the City of the Plains. During 
the last two years ranch substantia! 
progress has been made in the city in 
the way of biiildinns, ^>'liai-ves, and 
other improvemeiJl, Jind the iiitioduc 
tion of- tho electric light. Heal estate 
has iucrcaHC'd slowly, iini.l at |)resent it 
is still going up, the advance in some 
cases being twenty-tive per cent, in a 
year. Inside property is now at its 
full value, possibly hi^'lier than the 
facts will warrant its being held at. 
Kentfi are fair. Busmi's.s jireinises on 
Governuieiit, Fort, .JcdHismi and \ ates 
streets are hard lo bo obtaiiii.'tl. Out- 
side property, a mile froiu the post 
ofiBce, is held at prices ranging from 
§800 to §1,500 per acre, according lo 
location, at which lit!ure considerable 
■can be procured, 'i'lie houses are all 
full, none can be had at a reasdiiable 
figure, and the erection of a large nnni- 
ber during the incoming spring and 
summer is a certainty and an e.-inally 
safe investment. The hotel accomr.io 
dation is being e.xtendcd. In a worti, 
the onward progress of the uity i.s very 
Marked. By many a "boom" is antici- 
pated on the coni[il(M,ion of the railway, 
but I fear many will I'e badly "left." 
Streets are being extended and outly- 
ing, properties formerly farmed opened 
up'iuto oity lota. Many of these are 
admirably adapted for t,uburbau resi- 
dences, as trees are alroady well ad- 
vanced. Good pure water is every- 
where obtainable. 

THE wi;atiieh. 

Victoria's balmy clitnato has attain- 
ed a world-wide fame. At this date 
occasional warm showers have the ten- 
dency io kci^p tho streets moSsl, the 
grass green, and impart a freshness in 
general to the herbage. Quo reads 
with wonder the records of the ther- 
inometer in other portions of tho Do- 
minion indicating a degree of freezing 
tba't RstQuiisbeB tboae who have resided ' 



on this coast for yaars, ranging from 
10° to 40' below zoro. Mere it rarely 
freezes. A slight Hurry of snow causes 
e\ery conceivable remark, and a new- 
comer is assured that it is a rare oc- 
currence at this particular season of 
tin; year. Two days since, in my 
uieanderings around tho Suburbs of 
tho city, I plucked gowans, daisies and 
wild ro.ses on vacant lots, while in gar- ' 
dens 1 beheld all the vuri>!ties of roses, \ 
fuchsias, geraniums, ivy ami honey- | 
suckles. In the tields the Chinese are ! 
cultivating all tho vegetables, such as | 
potatoes, turnipSjCarrots, parsloy,celery, I 
onion.s.and delivering tliem daily in' tho | 
city. 'I'his is, indeed, a :;ieat crmLi-ast ' 
with the weather iiuist ijt' voiir reader^ ' 
.ire now e.\:|ieriencing east of the moiin- i 
tains antl tliu great lakes. > 
On the streets inaiiv of the la..iiosj 
appear in gossamers, and a few iu gar- 
ments Iriramed with fnr. Fur over- 1 
coats are rot worn by the gentlemen. I 
The store door.s are open, and the di.s 
play of goods and iiiercleiiidi.-^e inviting | 
Lam free to i;onfess that all tlii.-> lo my i 
inind has the eli'ect of making iieople i 
listless as iiomparcd with tho sharp, ■ 
clear, bracing weather of other portions 
of the Dominion. 

Iloiv Ilic liilial>itiiiit»i or Ijtcliia 
were Warned. 

An iialian writer on the dreadful 

catastrophe wliich occurred so recently 
on the island of Ischia, mentions those 
prognostications of an eartliquake 
which aruderivci] from animal.s. They 
were observed in every place whore 
the shocks w»!re such as to he generally 
perceptible. Some rainiites before they 
wore felt the oxen aiid cows began to 
bellow, till! sheep and gn its bleated, 
and ru,>hii'.y in confusion on'i un 'he 
other, tried to break down this wicker- 
work of tho folds. The geeso antl 
fowls wore alarrued and made mu;h 
noise; tho hornes which wore fa.'^teiied 
in tho stables were greatly agitated, 
leaped up and down and tried to break 
the halters with which thoy were at- 
tached to tho mangers; those on tho 
road stopped suddenly and snort ed in 
a very strange way. The eats wyre 
very much frightei»ed and tried lo con- 
ceal thoiTisolve.'), or their hair bristled 
up wildly: • Rabbits and moles were 
seen to leave their holes; birds rose as 
if scared from tho places on which thoy 
had alighted; and fish left the bottom 
of the sea and approached the .shores, 
where at houio ])laces gie.it lunnbera 
were taken. Even ants and reptiles 
abiai^doned, in clear daylight, their sub- 
terranean holos in great disorder, many 
hours before tho nhock.s v.-ore felt. Tho 
dogs, a few minutes Kf.-fore tbo first 
shock took placo, tiwoku their sleeping 
masters by barking and pulling them, 
a.w if they wished to warn their musters 
of impending danger, and many per 
sons were thus enabled to save them- i 
selves. I

The chief engineer and the fire wardens 
have lately beoii iiiukiiig ii tour round thu 
alleys iind back yards of X'ictoria, for tho 
purpose of obsL'rviiig tho Ht/ito of tho pn;- 
miaea, in rsgiirJ to liiiui^or from fire, from 
deposits of rubbish uiui more especially 
tho careless stowing of hut ashes. Thoy 
found as usual in the majority of y.ird.^ 
tho proverbial ash box and wooden b;ir- 
rol, and in iiiiiny casus hot asho.'i were du- 
posited in these: receptacles, because peo- 
ple always havo failli that hut -aahe.s 
iiovor set anything on tiro. The fire war- 
dens, however, are of a diflferont opinion 
and will ino.st likoly enforce the usu of 
iron boxes, because even the most en- 
thusiastic fjroman has really no acnbitioi! 
to be called from his work ur froiii his b'jii 
at night, fur tlio fun of cxtiiij;iii3hiiig a tiri'. 
caused by all ash barrel. But other thiiign 
wore forced on the attontioii nf tho firt - 
wardona and chief en;,''iioer, and one ui 
these was the very liltliy state of thu 
backyards of aomo of the most respectaljU^ 
premises, in which vc^etalUe garbaiie ■it 
ovyry description htul been left to rol. 
Now there are Chinamen ready to remove 
this rubbi.sh every day for a trifling fee, 
and yet, either tliruugh carolessneas, pe- 
nuriousnesB, or ifrnorance, it is allowed to 
remain, So it seems that after all the 
expuiisivo fue.s that has been made about 
education, the first rudiments of self- 
preservatiou in u sanitary point of view 
have yet to be acqnired by those who 
one might imagine ought by thiu time to bo 
in possession of thoui . When v. iil peo- 
ple believe that if they horde docayim; 
rubbish in their back promises they are as 
surely risking tho healthandsafety of their 
families as if thoy wore daily administer- 
ing small doses of poison? The simple 
fact is that wherever decay comoienuos — 
the seeds of disease are developed in or- 
jganisms so minute us only to become ap- 
parent by the most soarchin;? artificial 
means. Spriiiiif will so(jii bo upon us, and 
tho sooner these ahoniinatioiis uie re- 
moved tho bettor, and tho sanitary otllcer 
cannot do better.thRU follow in the track 
of the fire wardens and the chief engineer 
and waken up the people to a sense of 
their duty of duly reijurtiiitr all iiuiti- 
ancog to the new council, and asking for 
proper authority to act in the matter. 
Considering tho healthy climate of Vic - 
toria and even taking into account the 
absence of drainage, it would seem that 
tho funeral announcements aroalittio too 
nunierouB, especially iis regards tho 
younger branches, aiul who can tell how 
many parents have unwillinjily caused the 
deaths of their cuildren by neglecting the 
very Grot principles of health in their sur- 
roundings t 

EMJGBATION. 

Tho total cinigratii>n from Groat Brit- 
ain in the month of November was about 
the same as last year, 19,837 against 10,-' 
868 in 1882, but in tho emigration of per- 
sona of British origin there wn.s an iii- 
creaae this year of- 800. Tlie distinr;uishini; 
fealiiro of the return i.s again the large 
increa.ic of einigratioii to Austriilia, the 
number leaving Great Britain for chat 
country being 0,374 last month, againit 
6,989 in November, 1882, while tu the 
United States the emigration fell off 1,- 
909, and to Canada it foil off 100 as com- 
pared with last year. Taking the eleven 
months ending with November, the emi- 
gration foots up to :i8.~),72() persons, 
against 400.890 in the corresponding per- 
iod last year, and of theoo tho United 
Htates received 247,:i70, against 28!l,217, 
A decrease of 4J,S47, Canada 53,190, 
against 53,129, an inerease of (57, and Au.-i- 
tralia 34,603, against 17. 531^, an increase 
of 16,971. Tho emigration of peraoiis of 
British origin in the eleven months, was, 
however, 41,000 larger than last year, of 
whom 10,780 wont to the United States, 
3,711 to Canada and to .\u.str.ilia. 

The United States returns claim an immi- 
gration from Canada in the eleven iiioiiths 
ending with Novembor, of 58,0'Ui peif<oiis 
against 79,376 in tho corresponding period 
last year. These figures the Liberal pross 
affect to believe well-founded, although 
they do not comport witii the contention 
that tho trade is in a de|n'e.s.Med condition 
in tho Dominion at this time. No one, 
however, is fooli.'th enough to regard this 
emigration from Canada as a movement of 
Canadian pooplo to the United States, or 
BO ill-informed as not to know tliat the 
figures relate to European einigraiic» pas.s- 
ing through th.c Diuoinuni to tlie Western 
States. The British i-eturu.s, for ex;im]jle, 
chow that 247,370 [lersons left Great 
Britain for tho United .Statea in the 
eleven months of this year, while th'j 
A«nerican returns claim an immii;ratioii of 
only 157,045, leaving about. 1)0,000 per- 
sons unaccounted for. But some (i0,000 
of these entered the United States via 
Canada, and appear in the .American re- 
turns as emigrants from this country. 
The other 30,000 have probably settled in 
Canada, although leaving Great Britain 
ostensibly to take up their residence i n 
the. United States. '< 

TBJB LONDON STATIST ON THE

Tho London Statist, of December 8th, 
referring to attacks mioii the credit of the 
Canadian Pacific Eaihv.iy Coini/any, made 
by certain English journals upon the basis 
of sztraots from the liberal press iu Can-

The Skcel or Blaok Cod of 

<tUeO]I <^llSHiott«> Isl;ill<l<i, 

To TitE EuiToii. — Believing that too 
much cau hardly ever be said towards 
making tho resources of this province 
known to the outside world, with your 
favor 1 w(nt!d like to say a few words on 
the bl.ack cod of these islands, not mily 
for the bonefit of those parties who wore 
talking to mo with regard to going into 
ihoso fishoi'ioa this coining snmtnor, hut 
for every one who would like to take part 
in a similar enterprise, by .showing whore 
on tho stormy coa.sta of these islands tlioy 
can bo taken to the be-^t advantage, .iml a 
few other things conneott^d witli them. 

When ^\r. Swan had made ni) his mii'd 
ii> get a sample of tho.se fish he got Mr 
A. iMcGregor to ask a Gold Harbor [n 
dian, who was then getting fishing bait for 
tho oil comiiany, if ho or some of hi^ 
frientls would go to the v.csi coast and 
get a few, not less than fifty, and ihat he 
would give the usual price, 30 cents f. r 
uacli thoy would catch. After a few days, 
during which time they were getting their 
fishing tackle in roadinosa, four or live 
canoes started for the nearest fi.shiiig 
grounds, returning after a few days with, 
if I reinenibor aright, an average of '_'00 
for each e.tnoe. The weight nf each li.-l. 
would mil from six co ten, or even twelve 
pounds. After having soon them for tho 
first time, and knowing that Mr. Swan's 
lutentii.ai to make their gri'al (|'ialities a; 
an article of diet known t i the puhlu 
wcaild Ijo likely to load to sometluiig. 1 
made int|uirios into evi.-rything O 'tiiiecteil 
with them as they are found on tho.si' 1 i- 
lands, niy only source of information 
being through tlie Indians. 

Those fish being only found in deep 
water, on a .stormy coast like the west 
coast of thoHO islands, the liidian.'i, al 
thoUL'h thoir canoes are strong and large, 
never, while fishing for skeel, venture far 
out to sea. [t is, I am informed, only I'tf 
such plaoe.H as Chu-ulil, Tie-soon and Ta- 
f,oo, where the wator is very di!ep iii- 
Bhore, where thoy are both plentiful and 
good. 

Tho grounds over which the Indiati.s 
fish cxtentl from near N ustoo on Gnihani 
Island, to about midway between Tusoo 
and Ninstint on .Moresby Island, and to 
the north of Tadeiice, or Ntu'th Island. 
Off this ielaiid there is only oiuf placi- 
where tho water is deep enough for tlieio; 
this hole ua it is called is known by cer- 
tain marks on shore. While wo were 
sitiying at Kioosta our Indians wont ti' 
try and get loiiie of thorn at this place, 
after getting there the fog grew so dense 
that they were unable to set; their land 
marks, and a.) had to leave witli iul ilu'Ui. 
.Any person going into skeel fi.^hing wnuld 
Iind North Island a veiy convenient place, 
with good and safe harbora close to the 
fishing grounds, besides halibut is fout:d 
in great abuundance in these waters. 

Along the west coast of Graham's Is- 
land tho water is too sh.allow; in conso- 
(luence, if the cod bank extends along liii.s 
coast, it is too far out for Indians to ri.sk 
in their eanoea. Larger crafts tfoing into 
the fishing in tliih quarter, would readily 
find a safe htirbor to run into liehiiui Nu-'- 
too. 

To any person or conipaii}- in.iking a 
first start, Tanoo, or Kiesoou would be the 
beat places a.s each of tlieru p'\sse.sses ex- 
cellent harbors and deep witter close in 
shore, the distance to run in case of a 
storm would be nothing. Choatt near the 
entrance to .Skidegate chaniKd would lie a 
gooil place also, having, i believe, a g.iod 
harbor, whieli forms an inlet; this inlel 
is navigable for canoes, and m,ay also be 
so for boat.s. .\ny person with a small 
steamer, or schooner, going into fishiiiu 
at Kie-Boon or Cbat-att, would find Skidi 
gate channbl very convenient as a way of 
getting supplie.s, by way of the nil worlis, 
which the tJtter Or any other of the 
steamers could leave there, also any li.sh 
caught could be left there for shipmi'iit (o 
Victoria. Hoping that this will bes.il- 
isfaetory to those parties who were inquir- 
ing after the best places whereat to make 
a commenoenient, I shall say a few words 
with regard to the inlet.son tho we st coa.ii 
(if Giahain Inland. In order to tii:d eui 
their extent and everything connected 
with them a party ought lo be sent outlhis 
coming summer by the government, one 
who is acquainted with minerals, fish, 
the (juality of the soil and tho timber. A 
few thtiusaiid dollars spent on a survey of 
this coast Would not bo thrown away, 
especially at this time, when nearlj' every 
steamer brings people seeking homes 
amongst us. Jas. Dka.ss.
